Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Camriichael 
(US Pat # 6126662). The bone implant of Carmichael contains a canulated outer screw 
(14) that engages the headless retaining screw (20) the screw portion containing 
threads (252) is headless, with a pin base, and is engaged within the threads of the 
canulated outer screw, while the threaded outer body (12) is fully capable of securing, 
engaging and locking onto an intramedullary nail to immobilize the nail.
